Seem Good.

JACKSON, Miss., April 7.—Dry 
Mississippi was the scene of Sen- 
ator Reed’s campaigning for the 
Democratic Presidential] nomina- 
tion tonight. His speech here was 
the only one he scheduled for the 
state, notwithstanding strenuous 
efforts by admirers to get him into 
the coast séction where public sen- 
timent is not so Volsteadian. 

Reed cannot expect any mater- 
jal aid from Mississippi on the 
early ballots in the convention, 
though he has a chance of gettins 
a vote or two. Gov. Smith ef New 
York apparently will not get a 
vote. The State delegation will be 
for Senator Pat Harrison on the 
early complimentary ballots. After 
that it is uncertain, but Reed has 
a good chance, probably the best 
chance, as a compromise, 

In addition to the extremely dry 
sentiment, the anti-Catholic feel- 
ing in the State is very strong, so 
_strong that Reed's secretary, who 
ig a Catholic, was advised br 
Catholics here, who are friendly to 
Reed’s candidacy, not to permi- 
hig réligion to become known for 
fear that Reed’s enemics might use 
it against him. This situation 
would seem to be a bar to Smith 


In fact, the general opinion here 
is that the State convention, which 
meéts early in June, will instruct 
the delegation to oppose any st 
didates who is known as a_ wet. 
There is little likelihood that there 
will be an indorsement if any- 
body, unless of Senator Harrison. 
It will be a dry and anti-Catho- 
lie convention and a dry and anti- 
Catholic delegation, with possibly 
a very few exceptions. | 

Reed's failure to visit the wet 
sections of the State, the gulf coast, 
Biloxi and Vicksburg, may be at- 
tributed to a belief that it would 
be a waste of time, that if occa- 
sidénm arose he would get them the 
votes of those sections and that 
his efforts could be much better 
employed in other places. 

Reed's endeavor here could be 
little more than to convince Dem- 
ocrats that he is presidential tim- 
ber, and to attempt to bring them 
te a willingness to accept him as 
a compromise if Smith fails. 

To this end the Senator delivered 
a strong Democratic speech, touch- 
ing at length on State’s rights, the 
evils of the extension of the Fed- 
eral power to an infringement 
upon the powers of the States in 
purely local matters, the corrup- 
tion in the Republican national! 
Government, and the necessity for 
harmony within the Democratic 
ranks if the march of federalism 
is to be stopped and corrupt in- 
fluences are to be driven from 


Democratic division means Repub- 
lican success. And Republican 
success means that we shall not 
only lose the great issue, but shal) 
also lose the lesser. 

“The chief doctrine of military 
and political strategists is ‘divide 
and destroy.’ If we engage in in- 
ternecine controversies over ques- 
tions upon which there is grave 
division within the party, then we 
play directly into the hands of the 
enemy. It is indisputable that if 
everyone insists upon having his 
own way about everything, nobody 
will have his way about anything. 

“I submit that the most im. 
portant question before the Amer- 
ican people is to drive the Re- 
pudlican party from power: to 
take this Government out of’ the 
hands of boodlers, grafters and 
lobbyists and to place its contro! 
once More in the hands of the 
American people. That great pre- 
liminary work can only be ac- 
complished by a united and mili-‘ 
tant democracy.” 

In this Reed tried to reach the 
dry voters with an argument that 
they should not permit prohibition 
to overshadow the issues of the 
rights of the States and the driv- 
ing of the corruptionists from 
office. He did not discuss probhi- 
bition directly, but that is the 
question uppermost in Mississippi 
politics, and the Senator had pro- 
hibition only in mind in presenting 
the argument and tried to bring 
his audience to his view that it 
should be shelved as a politica!

WASHINGTON, April %7.—The 
story of the formation of the Con- 
tinental Trading Co., which 
Government prosecutors sought to 
bring out at previous trials o* Har- 
ry F. Sinclair, wealthy oil opera- 
tor, may not be touched upon dur- 
ing the Sinclair conspiracy trial to 
open Monday. 

The oil man, it was learned to- 
day, will admit that he gave for- 
mer Sécretary of the Interior Fall 
$233,000, part in bonds of the Con- 
tinental company, purchased with 
oil profits, and will insist inat the 
payment was for one-third interest 
in Fall’s Tres Ritos Cattle and Land 
Co. in New Mexico. 

Sinclair will tmnaintain that the 
source of the bonds is not -: ...¢rial 
to the Government charges against 
him ef conspiring to defraud the 
Government in the Teapot Dome 
oil lease. The prosecution contends 
that Sinclair gave the’ bonds to 
Fall as a bribe after the latter 
signed the lease giving the ofl man 
the Naval Reserve. * 

That the Government is ready to 
go into the Continental deal, should 
it find it necessary, is indicated by 
the calling of Robert W. Stewart, 
chairman of the board of the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, 
as a witness. Stewart with Sin- 
clair, James E. O'Neill and H. M. 
Blackmer, guaranteed to the late 
A. E. Humphreys of Denver the 
performance of the ‘«ontract 
through” which the Continental 
company purchased 33,000,000 
barrels of ofl from him. Stewart 
was instructed to bring along doc- 
uments concerning the formation 
of the Continental compamy, which 
the Senate ofl investigating com- 
mittee has as yet been unable to 
get into its record. 

Everhart to Tell His Story. 


However, the story of Malon T.

Everhart’s story, if his testimony 
follows that given before the Sen- 
ate Committee, is relied upon by 
the Government to show the source 
of the bonds Fall received and 
may make unnecessary the calling 
of Stewart. 

Fall has been told with keen de. 
light, his friends say, how Ever- 
hart brought the bonds to his home 
ang, fearing they would be. stolen, 
insisted that they be locked up in 
a heavy desk. Later he accompan- 
ted Fall to yisit a daughter in 
Virginia and insisted on taking 
along the package of bonds so they 
could be under watch constantly. 
Tall chuckled as he told how Ever- 
hart kept close watch on them 
duPing the trip, during which Fall 
gave $2500 of the bonds to one of 
his daughters, 

More than 80 witnesses have!

NEW AMERICAN 
LEAGUE RULES 
TO SPEED PLAY 


Batter Must Get Umpire’s 
Permission to Leave Box 


—Two Bases on Hits Into 
Crowd on Field. 


In an effort to speed up play in 
the American League garu2s this 
season, President E. 8 Barnard 
has issued a set of rules, whieh will 
apply to contests played in all 
parks this season, 
leased today by the head of the 
junior circuit, provide for uniform 
ground regulations at all parks for 
the first time. Under the new 
rules, ‘stalling’ will be reduced to 
a minimum, and it is hoped there 
will be more early and hot dinners 
during the summer months. 

In the 1928 championship con- 
tests, the custom of some batters of 
leaving the hitter’s box after each 
pitch will be done away with, inas- 
much as the swatter hereafter will 
have to obtain permission from the 
umpire to leave the box. The pa- 
rade of batters Mso is banned. The 
practice of some outfielders of tak- 
ing a seat in the “bull pen’ bench 
also is prohibited, while those 
warming up in the “bull pen” will 
not be allowed to take seats in the 
grand stands as has been done 
heretofore, 

According to President Bar- 
nard’s rulings, the law forbidding 
athletes from throwing the last 
ball into the stands or in the air 
will be strictly enforced. Several 
other points of interest, especially 
as to the playing of the contests 
are found. 

Hits Into Crowd. 

For instance, if a player, after 
catching a fly ball, falls into the 
stand or dugout, the base runners 
can take only one base, Progress 
is halted until the umpire again 
calls “play.”’ On all hits batted into 
an overflow crowd the batter and 
base runners will be allowed to take 
but two bases. In the past, on some 
of these swats, three sacks have 
been allowed on agreement 
tween the umpires and rival man- 
agers. On pitched balls, which 
stick in the screen or go into the 
dugouts, runners will .be allowed 
one base, while on other thrown 
balls, which hang in the screen or 
go into the dugout, runners can ad- 
vance two sacks, without being re- 
tired. 

Under another ruling, over- 
throws by infielders or outfielders 
to a base, will prove more costly 
than those of the pitcher.\For in- 
stance, a twirler makes an over- 
throw and the ball is touched by 
a spectator; only one base can be 
taken. But in the case of an in- 
‘fielder or outfielder, the runners 
may advance two. 

On a fair ball, which bounds into 
the stand on foul territory, the 
batter and base runners will be 
limited to two bases. 

One of three umpires assigned 
the daily contests must be on the 
field an hour before the game is 
scheduled to start. His duty will 
be to see that the visiting club 
gets the proper time for batting 
and fielding practice and keep the 
athletes from participating in 
bunting games, which Barnard 
calls dangerous. At Sportsman's 
Park and also at Chicago, these 
fames may be played at points 
designated by the official. 

Hereafter there will be telephone 
connection between the press box 
and the announcer, so that doubt- 
ful points of interest to baseball 


{news writers can be decided with- 


out delay. Photographers, here- 
after, will have to obtain league 
credentials and will not be per- 
mitted on the field unless able to 
them. If any advertising 
clocks are installed in the ball 
parks, it will be the duty of the 
home club to see that the adver- 
tisers keep them correct. 

Pitchers, taking the usual signal 
from the catcher, must be on the 
rubber at the time. The part of 
Rule 33, Sec. 2. which reads: “The 
umpire shall call a ball on che 
pitcher each time he delays the 
game by failing to deliver the ball 
to the batsman for a longer period 
than 20 seconds, excepting, etc.,” 
will be strictly enforced. When 
the umpire delivers a new ball to 
the pitcher, the latter will not be 
permitted to discolor the same cr 
throw to an infieider, except tn an 
effort to retire a base runner, 

A player taken out of the came 
by the manager must go direct to 
the clubhouse and not vemili on 
the bench. 

In cases where a double-header 
is scheduled and the first game is 
started and afterward called off 
on account of rain, the second 
game is also postponed.

DETROIT, Mich., April 7.—Pas- 
senger car output continues to 
move upward, although production 
is not increasing at the same speed 
that it was four weeks ago and the 
total is slightly below the high lev- 
els which were reached at this 
time last year. 

Sales are improving regularly 
under the stimulus of ideal spring 
weather in many parts of the cour- 
try. It is expected by many that 
the sales peak for the year may 
be reached from two to four weeks 
earlier than customary. 

Truck and bus production in- 
creases gradually, although output 
is substantially under that of this 
time last year. The outlook, how- 
ever, is more encouraging at the 
present time, and further increases 
will probably be noted in many 
parts of the country. Light deliv- 
ery units account for the bulk of 
the business, outselling the heavy 
trucks by a ratio of 12 tol, . 

With conditions more 
in the crude rubber market, man- 
ufacturers are more optimistic and 
are planning to step-up production 
schedules in the very near future. 

Dealer stocks are low as &@ re- 
sult of increasing buying during 
the past two weeks and reordering 
is expected to be heavy.

There are now 15 plants ac- 
eounted for. Over and above these 
the Ford company has available 19 
more plants. It is the intention to 
get these inte production as soon 
as possible. In the meantime, it is 
apparentiy the Ford tdea to get as 
many ¢ars on the streets of De- 
troit as possible. In the first three 
weeks of this month, the new 
Ford registrations in Wayne Coun- 
ty, the Detroit area, numbered $70. 
This was second place, and was 
the best showing Ford has made in 
a like period in the past year and 
a half. 

While production is being pushed 
forward, Ford dealers are being 
given a complete course of instruc- 
tion in the new models. A plan 
which involves the training, in Ford 
plants, of 19,000 mechanics, is un- 
der way. 

This school for service men be- 
gan with the training of superin- 
tendents and foremen of the 36 
branch plants of the company in 
the United States. Months before 
the model “A” Ford car was intro- 
duced, these men from the branch 
plants were being schooled in the | 
Ford factories near Detroit in the | 
manufacture and assembiv of the 
new car. They returned to the 36 
Ford branches and immediately 
began the training of men for deal- 
ers in their respective territories. 

The men come in relays, each | 
group as large as the branch plant | 
eould handle conveniently. Each 
man is put through the same 
course given the branch men at 
Detroit, and upon its completion 
ts given a rigorous examination. 
Failure to make a passing grade 
means that the man has to take 
the entire course again. If he fails 
& second time, he is sent back to 
the dealer with the suggestion that 
he is not considered qualified to

In almost any comparison between Theodore 
Roosevelt and Calvin Coolidge Roosevelt would win 
by a thunderous majority. That is no reflection on 
Coolidge. Any other of our modern leaders would 
probably fare the same in such a test. For Roosevelt 
fairly bristled with qualities that capture the imagin- 
ation. He stirred popular emotion as did none of 
his contemporaries or successors. Bryan alone could 
be rated as a contender tn that field, but Bryan 
lacked the talent for practical success while Roose- 


yelt at his peak was invincibility itself. The genius 
for popularity with which Roosevelt was 50 richly | 


dowered is wholly wanting im the cautious, untem- | 


peramental Coolidge. 


Roosevelt might, without offense, be termed a pro- 


fessional American. Accepted by the world as the 


embody the slogan of America First. And not in a 
provincial or selfishly narrow sense but in a vast, 
dynamic, galloping natjonalism. He was the thrill 
of bis age. Was Roosevelt's Americanism as firmly 
grounded, was his belief in democracy as studiously 
reasoned and as logically established as that of 
Calvin Coolidge? The question may properly be 
asked, and discussed, we believe, by reason of the 
attitudes of the two men towards the Declaration of 
Independence.

The British realist | 
shares that judgement and enumerates as fictions the 
truths which the Declaration holds “to be self-evi- 
dent, that all men are created equal, that they are 
endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable 
Rights . .. That to secure these rights Govern- 
ments are instituted among Men, deriving their 
just powers from the consent of the governed.”

About the Declaration of Independence there is 
a finality that is exceedingly restful. 

It is often asserted that the world has made 
a great deal of progress since 1776, that we have 
had new thoughts and experiences which have

But that reasoning cannot be applied to this | 
great charter. 
If all men are created free and equal—meaning 
if no one is to be accounted as born into a suw- J 
perior station—that is final.

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THE NEW POINCARE 


Far from thinking of isolating ourselves we 
are firmly resolved to work more and more for 
universal rapprochement of minds which will 
prepare and some day assure the rapprochement 
of hearts.

political status. It enjoys an income from fishing 


and hunting licenses of some $350,000 annually. That 
is a considerable prize, and it will require the best 
defensive tactics that sportemen can devise to con- 
tinue it in the field to which it is turning now. 
Brerything that has been accomplished has come fn 
the last two administrations. The next administra- 
tion could easily turn the whole outdoor work of 
the State over to the boys, and that would be the 
end of it. 

Meanwhile, the Ozarks are in a fair way to become 
what they were to the Indians and the pioneers— 
& paradise for hunting, fishing, camping, canoeing, 
climbing. They are a verry old range of mountains 
admirably suited to a very old sport. It is the 
business of the Izaak Walton League, and of every 
sportsman in Missouri, to see that there is no back- 


ward step in the work done by Messrs. Wielandy and 


McCanse. Those men have given us a new vision. 
We owe to them our 36,000 acres of State parks, 
the preservation to the people of some of the big 
springs, and the fast-spreading growth of the idea 
that Missouri can, if she will, be one of the great 
recreation states. A State that has the mountain 
streams, the springs, the caves, the hills, and the 
valleys of Missouri, which is already furnishing 
hotels in Colorado with trout, is capable of much 
more than merely material development.

In New York Hotel 


N VIEW ofthe arrival of the 

Winthrop Ames’ Gilbert & Sul- 

livan Opera Company to present 
“Tolanthe,” “The Mikado” and “The 
Pirates of Penzance,” at the Shu- 
bert this week, it is interesting to 
recall the first visit of Sir Arthuf 
Sullivan to produce “The Pirates of 
Penzance” in this country. 

In November, 1879, Sullivan, W. 
S. Gilbert and D’Oyly Carte landed 
in New York to attempt to’ rescue 
some of the profits made by their 
operas by the piratical producers 
and music publishers. First they 
produced “Pinafore’’ ‘and four 
weeks later on, Dec. 31, 1879, they 
gave the first public performance 
of “The Pirates of Penzance,” 
which had had a scratch perform- 
ance the day before in the little 
village of Paignton, Devon, En- 
gland, by a provincial “Pinafore” 
company, in order to protect the 
English copyright of the new 
opera. 

After “Pinafore’’ was put on hv 
the Englismen—the first authorized 
version of which was not only to 
bring some American money into 
the office, but to show what the 
opera really was like, since the 
stolen versions were incorrect and 
contained many foreign interpdol4- 
tions—Sullivan started work on the 
score of “The Pirates of Pen- 
zance.’”’ and practically the entire 
opera was composed in the hotel in 
New York, 


Sullivan and their presence in 

New York aroused more intense 
interest,than anything in the theat- 
rical world since the days of the 
Astor riots of Macready and For- 
rest. Though no pitched battics 
were fought in the streets, there 
were many in the newspapers. 

“Americans for three hours this 
afternoon,” wrote Sullivan to his 
mother, “I’ve talked to more 
Americans half the night and I’m 
told there are still more Amor- 
icans whom I have not talked to 
coming tomorrow morning. What 
T want to know is—where do all 
these Americans end!” 

It was obvious that with eight 
theaters playing ‘“‘Pinafore” all the 
barrel organs of New York grind- 
ing out its music—music which in 
printed form was in every music 
shop—the financial fruits had 
been taken by the pirates. There 
was nothing Ieft but for Sullivan 
to ceumplete his’ music to “The 
Pirates of Penzance” and produre 
the opera in New York before it 
fell into the hands of those men- 
azers who would purloin and play 
it free of royalty. With the ex- 
ception of the portion of Act II 
which Sullivan had written before 
leaving England he composed the 
whole of The Pirates at his hote!. 
Hie worked at the music cease- 
lessly. 

“I’ve told you about our mag- 
nificent first nignt of ‘Pinafore.’ ” 


: MERICANS took to Gilbert and 


Sullivan wrote his mother. “We 
have been doing fairly well since 
then, but the houses are good 


enough to pay, 80 We are hard at 
work rehearsing the new piece, as 
that, we hope, will bring great 
houses. I am writing night and 
day at the last act: the secona is 
done and in rehearsal. T cannot 
really enjoy myself until it is pro- 
duced, as I cannot go anywhere or 
do anything. I fear I left all my 
Sketches of the last act at home, 
as J have searched everywhere for 
them. I would have telegraphed 
fcr them, but they could not have 
arrived in time. It is a great nui- 
sance as I have to rewrite it all 
now, and can’t recollect every 
number I did. We hope to get 
it out in a fortnight from next 
Saturday. I think it will be a 
freat success, for it’s exquisitely 
funny. and the music is strikingly 
tuneful and catching.” 


HE opera was, as has been told 

finally produced on Dec, 21. 

1879, and ran for 10 weeks with

But now—according to ad- 
vices from the Harold Lioyd stu- 
dios—a new epidemic has surged 
upon us. Fandom has gone gag- 
mag. + ¢ 
For the benefit of the unenlight- 
ened, it must be explained that in 
moving picture parlance, “gags” 
are the single pieces of “business 
and incidents that go to make up a 
comedy film. When the comedian 
naively pats a skunk thinking it 
to be a cat—that’s a gag. When 
he dodges a piece of custard pie 
and it hits an Unsuspecting man 
behind him—again friend gag is 
with us. c 

And now—to come back to the 
story, folks seem to be sitting up 
nights and neglecting the radio to 
think up side-splitting gags. As a 
result, Lioyd’s fan mail has in- 
creased by leaps and bounds until 
—according to the Lioyd statisti- 
cian—if the gags submitted by 
Lioyd’s admirers were placed end 
to end they would extend from 
Adam and Eve's chestnut tree to 
the Life files in the Los Angeles 
Public Library. 

Not a day passes but that a score 
of letters are received reading as 
follows: “Dear Harold: As I was 
walking along the street last night, 
T saw a man suddenly slip on a ba- 
nana peel while chasing his straw 
hat. It struck me so funny I 
thought I would write to you about 
it so that you can use this incident 
in your next picture.” 

The general public does not seem 
to realize that gag making is a 
highly specialized science. What 
seems funny in the parlor would 
probably not be funny on the 
screen. In a picture of the Lioyd 
tyre, every gag is supposed to fit 
into the story for a definite reason 
and is built and .mulled over by 
a staff of experts in order that the 
biggest laugh possible may finally 
be gotten from ft. Gagmen—as 
these comedy specialists are called 
—are scarce. In fact many profes- 
sional humorists of the literary, or 
“legitimate” field have tried their 
hands at moving picture “gagging” 
to find that they aren't fitted for 
the work. 

If the value of gags puzzles ex- 
perts, the thousands of amateur

and Sullivan at least had the sat- 
isfaction of showing New tiork 
how the opera should be produced 
and of taking in the first profits of 
their work. Later they sent out 
three companies to tour Amz»rica 
in it. 

While in this country Sul!'ivun 
conducted concerts in many Cities. 
In view of the way America had 


treated him in the way of ‘stealing 
his music, it is the most amazing 
fact and trait of this man tha’ his 
interest and affection for America 
and Americans were genuine and 
reat. In none of his published lIet- 
ters is there actual rancor, bitter- 
ness or hatred. which under the 
circumstances he might well have 
felt. His great friend, Charles 
Dickens, returned from America to 
write with far less cause in quite 
a different vein about these United 
States and their inhabitants. 

Sullvan made one other visit to 
America. This was in 1885. when 
“The Mikado” was presented tere. 
At that time he traveled to the Pa- 
cific Coast to visit his Brother 
Frederick’s children, who were liv-

old Missourl companion. It is believed 
he had started to town to report the 
tragedy and surrender to the authori- 
ties. Apparently he was stricken when 
his machine was first seen to waver. 

“Mr. Martin come there to the 
house,’ Mrs. Simmons testified at the 
inquest conducted by Coroner N. C. 
Houze. “I was at the sewing machine. 
I looked and I seen him stop close to 
the house. Mr. Simmons was out 
there and I did not think anything 
about it much when he come. I could 
tell that Mr. Martin was awful mad 
when he was talking, but I could not 
tell what he said, and I raised the win- 
dow and looked out. 

“T could not understand what Mr 
Martin said, exactly, but I  un- 
derstood that he wanted us to va- 
cate the house, and Mr. Simmons said: 


‘When you settle «with me, Mr. 


Martin, I will get out.’ - Mr. Simmons 
said: ‘You bring your books out and 
we will make a settlement. I did not 
hear what Mr. Martin said; the ma- 
chine was running. I could hear Mr. 
Simmons very loud. I was very much 
excited and I saw Mr. Martin throw 
his door open and start to get out. I 
don't know--I must have glanced 
aside—-but when I looked.up Mr. Sim- 
mons was on the ground. I did not 
see him fall. And then he stepped 
right up to the door and shot.” 

Q. You have no idea how Mr. Sim- 
mons got on the ground? 

A. No: I must have looked away. 
When I looked he scrambled to get up 


RS. SIMMONS was the only 

witness to the tragedy. A Cor- 

oner’s jury brought in a verdict 
that Martin’s death resulted from ‘a 
gunshot wound in the left breast from 
a .38-caliber revolver in the hands of 
B. F. Simmons, used with homicidal 
intent.”’ It found that Simmons died 
of heart faflure. 

A mystery which is puzzling the 
Bakersfield police is——where did Sim- 
mons get the weapon with which he 
killed his friend? Mrs. Simmons de- 
ciared there had been no firearm in 
the house for 23 years. Mrs. Martin 
declared there never had been one in 
the Martin home. The revolver was 
an old-style weapon of a serial num- 
ber made long ago. Acquaintances 
hesitate to belleve that Simmons 
would buy a revolver for the express 
purpose of shooting the man with 
whom he had _ traded in confidence 
through nearly all the mature years of 
his life. No record of the sale of the 
weapon has been found and a Califor- 

law requires that all sales by deal- 
ers shall be recorded No one has 
been located who knows of a revolver 
being loaned. 

Death has closed the unpleasant 
chapter of their lives and the faml- 
lies of both men are disposed to leave 
it closed There is no desire to pur- 
sue ttre quarrel beyond the grave. 

The bodies of the two former friends 
were buried on successive days in the 
Bakersfield cemetery. The two faml- 
lies attended both funerals and have 
remained on friendly terms There is 
still between them that tle reminiscent 
of happy days in Missouri, when life 
Was smooth and even. 

They found things so different in 
California.

SAULT STE. MARIE, Michigan. 

RENEGADE police 
dog, Moxie, set free 
from sledge traces 
because he would 
not pull with the 
team, was the first 
messenger from the 
outside world to 
enter the  snow- 
bound village of 

Metour after that wilderness hamlet 
had been cut off from civilization fo 
two weeks by the greatest snowdrifte 
in Michigan's history, Moxie apprised 
the villagers that the help which had 
been on the road for two days, but 
which was not at all needed, had ar- 
rived. 

Moxie’s entry was boisterous. While 
his teammates, who had fought their 
for 60 miles from Sault Ste. Ma- 
rie, were still floundering through the 
last drift separating them from the 
quaint expedition’s goal, Moxie dashed 
ahead and paused under a street lamp. 
A yellow mongrel yapped in his face. 
Moxie shook the snow out of his eyes 
and pounced upon the mongrel. There 
was a terrified outcry and the mongre! 
ran yelping down the street, with Mox- 
ie at his heels. Villagers, aroused by 
the sudden furore in a street that had 
cen deathly quiet for two weeks. re- 
alized what had happened. The dog 
sied from ‘Sooa'’ had arrived! 


IGHTS flickered in windows. Peo- 
4s ple trooped into the street. A fair- 
sized crowd gathered. It was an 
interested crowd, glad to welcome the 
dog team, glad to see new faces, glad 


to get news from the outside. But it 
was not a atarved crowd.

ished population, as the visitors had 


expected to find. Nobody had auf- 
fered measurably because of the fact 
that a terrific snow had kept the place 
virtually sealed up for 15 days. Near. 
by farmers had managed to get in with 
milk for the bablea. The citizens had 
cared for their sick, kept their fires 
burning, enjoyed bountiful meals and, 
in fact, had had a pretty good time 
talking about their plight while the 
outside world, unable to learn of the

Nestling there in the bay, Detour 
has never enjoyed the advantage of a 
railway and so has to trudge to Sault 
Ste. Marie for its supplies. Uusually 
the trip is not a great hardship except 
in severe weather.

Nothing came or went. Silence settled 
over the land except for voices, faint 
and far away, which came indistinctly 
over a sagging telephone wire and 
seemed to speak of starvation and 
suffering. 

Fifteen long days passed while the 
world worried and wondered what was 
zOing on out there behind those for- 
ests and snow drifts. Six hundred peo- 
ple in Detour; 600 more on Drum- 
mond's Island out in Potagannising 
Bay, starving behind snowdrifts and 
help unable to reach them. It was an 
appalling thought. It was a drama in 
the north woods, drama which easily 
might become tragedy, if it wasn't 
already.
